The 
complainant agrees to the entry of this decision.

Conclusion of Law 

Respondent Martine Colette having admitted the jurisdictional facts above, the parties having 
agreed to the entry of this decision, this decision will be entered and the order set forth below will 


be issued. 
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Order 

1. Respondent Marline Colette, her agents and employees, successors and assigns, 
directly or through any corporate or other device, shall cease and desist from violating the Act and 
the regulations and standards issued thereunder. 


2. Respondent Martine Colette is assessed a civil penalty of $5,000, to be paid by 
chcclc(s) or money order(s), made payable to the Treasurer of the United States, by January 3 1, 2012. 


The civil penalty may be paid in installments.
